"WE KNOW HOW" 



As a climax to the closing of the 
bank of George Alexander & Co., in 
this city, last Tuesday, George Alex- 
ander, president of the defunct insti- 
tution, was arrested Friday night on 
three statutory warrants, sworn out 
by Banking Commissioner Thomas 
.1. Smith. 

One of the warrants charged Alex- 
ander with misappropriating the bank 
funds, another with making false en- 
tries and having made false entries 
on tbe bank's books, and in the third 
he is accused of having made false 
returns to the State Banking Depart- 
ment. 

Information secured from Bank Ex- 
aminer John B. Chenault and Deputy 
Commissioner Rankin Revill, caused 
Mr. Smith to have the warrants Is- 
sued. He came here Friday^ after- 
noon, and, after meeting wittf*the di- 
rectors, decided upon that course. 
The warrants were sworn out before 
County Judge C. A. McMillan and 
placed in the hands of Sheriff W. F. 

Mr. Alexander was placed 
arrest at his home on Pleasant 
street, shortly after six o'clock, 
wbei< he was held in the custody of 
the '■ 'hcials until bond was arranged, 
whi i: was shortly after 9 o'clock.

There 
has <:een no demonstration and in the 
lace of the apparent heavy losses, 
they are not talcing it uncomplain- 
ingly. 

I re are seven directors of the 
bank, including Alexander. They are 
R. B. Hutchcraft, E. P. Claybrook, J. 
W. Bacon, W. W. Mitchell, J. M. 
Breririan and Harry B. Clay. The 
banks' employes were O. L. Davis, 
Cashier, and Joseph Mitchell. Mr. 
Davis has been retained by the Bank- 
ing Commission to assist in straight- 
ening out the bank's affairs. 

Undue criticism has been heaped 
upon the cashier of the institution for 
accepting deposits on the day the 
bank was closed. This, however, is 
explained when it is positively known 
that Mr. Davis kaew nothing of the 
condition of the ! r»nk other than that 
which his boo'.. tawod. He has 
been retained mkiag Commis- 

sioner Smith and Es 1'ier Chenault.

The holdings of other directors 
were in vblocks of 5 to 10 shares, 
while the remainder of the stock was 
held in 1, 2 and 3 shares by small in- 
vestors. 

Under the law the stockholders will 
be required to put up $100 a share in 
addition to its original cost to them, 
which in the greatest number of in- 
stances was $250 a share. 

Depositors who have been very 
hopeful of securing at least 50 cents 
on the dollar have about given up, 
as it has been found the condition of 
the bank is much worse than first an- 
ticipated. There has been some talk 
of forcing Alexander into involuntary 
bankruptcy, with a view of getting 
deeper into the situation. 

Mr. Alexander several days ago 
made an assignment to Samuel Clay, 
his nephew. Mr. Clay appeared be- 
fore County Judge C. A. McMillan 
yesterday and waived his right to 
qualify as the assignee. There has 
been no mention of any one to take 
charge of the assigned estate.

William O'Connell Bradley, Ken- 
tucky's senior United States Senator, 
and the most distinguished Southern 
Republican, passed from coma into 
death Saturday at 9:45 o'clock. A 
general refusal of his organs -to 
functionate was the immediate cause 
of death, but the Senator had been 
in poor health ever since he entered 
the upper house of Congress in May, 
1908, General kidney and prostatic 
trouble was his malady. On May 14 
last he had announced that poor 
health precluded his making the race 
to succeed himself, and that he would 
retire from public life at the end of 
his present term, March 4, 1915. 

A few minutes after the Senator 
had made his statement to the press 
he left for jjjn apartment in Falk- 
stottS Courts, and while hastening 
tor a street car fell heavily, with the 
outward injuries of two broken^ fing- 
ers and a gashed forehead. It was 
feared at the time that the Senator 
had suffered internal injuries, but 
nohe developed at the time, and the 
resolute Old Kentuckian insisted upon 
resuming his official duties two" days 
after his fall. This was a week be- 
fore his death. The following day 
found him slightly relapsed, but he 
came to his office again on Monday. 
Wednesday morning, however, found 
him complaining of feeliug badly 
again. Nevertheless, he went to his 
office, but during the afternoon, while 
he was seated at his desk, dictai 
letters, a painful seizure grip; 
and a physician was called.

(Atlanta Journal.) 

For two years Wylie Smith fought 
with the rebels in Mexico. No one 
knows the Mexicans better than he — 
no one knows the country and the 
conditions of warfare better. 

"Two things we must keep in mind 
— the Mexican climate — the heat that 
withers a white man, —and the certain- 
ty that Mexicans, instead of fighting 
in the open, will take to the moun- 
tains, where artilery can't penetrate, 
and there are the places men afoot 
must pick their way," said Wylie 
Smith. 

"Reaching down into Western Mex- 
ico are the Sierra Madre Monutains, 
the Mother's Teeth they mean liter- 
ally, which are a continuation of the 
Rocky Mountain's. They rise in bro- 
ken and high peaks in the counties of 
Sonora, Chihuahua, Durango, Sinaloa 
! and Guerrero. 

I "During a let-up in our fighting, 
i when I was down there I got news 
j that the Pacific Coast Magazine could 
! use a story about Zapata, a name 
| which means 'Shoe,' the man who 
J made it his business always to fight 
I against the Government, and the fel- 
low who had himself fortified in the 
hill In a way that reminded me of 
the Doones. But I didn't see any 
Lorna there. 

"He had 3,500 men camped in a 
place in the mountains that made a 
perfect dipper. There was only one 
way of getting in and going out, and 
it was a passage only about 50 feet 
wide, narrow, rugged, steep, up which 
a man could climb only slowly. And 
Zapata had machine guns trained on 
this mountain pass and obstacles in 
the way until he, with his 3,500 men, 
could have held off 100,000. 

"I don't see how you could attack 
the fellow, except with airships. They 
are about the only way of getting at 
him. 

"And believe me he's a fighter. His 
trade is fighting, just as that of the 
other mountain bandits. When a re- 
bellion is started he joins with the 
rebels. When it succeeds he starts 
another rebellion. 

"On the way up a guide I had told 
me a story about the 'Shoe' that 
wasn't nice to hear when I was soon 
to be Zapata's guest. 

"Zapata demanded tribute from a 
rich rancher in that neighborhood. 
The fellow answered with courtesies, 
but no money. 

"He woke up next morning with 
Zapata at his front door. He found 
himself the next afternoon tied to a 
post in the middle of a bull pen, his 
body out of reach, but his legs low 
enough to be gored. 

"Red cloth was tied around the fel- 
low's legs and soldiers were set to 
torturing a bull. The beast was turn- 
ed loose in the pen and saw the red 
cloth on the post. Maybe you can 
guess what happened. The flesh was 
gored from the man's legs and he 
died as he hung on the post. 

"Did I say that Zapata had brought 
the rancher's wife to the edge of the 
pen and made her sit there? 

"That explains to you what those 
fellows are — utterly merciless, some 
of them not human. But this fellow 
Zapata was partly a Guerro Indian 
and that helps to explain him. 

"A dry, dark-faced, meager, im- 
passive and yet nervous man I found 
him. And he insisted — it seemed 
funny to me — that he be quoted cor- 
rectly. He didn't want people to get 
a wrong impression of him. 

"I want to impress the fact that 
Mexicans are not cowardly; that they 
fight well in their own way, and that 
they can shoot. 

"To illustrate: Id been with the 
rebels about a year when they chose 
me to pick out 30 sharpshooters from 
100 soldiers. I had them set up a tra- 
get at 1,000 yards and put them to 
firing at it. Not a man made less 
than 30 per cent. Over half of them 
got better than 45 per cent, and the 
fellow who was selected as Sergeant 
got 70 per cent. That man would 
have killed seven out of ten soldiers 
at 1,000 yards. 

"I remember ,a time when a small 
force of our rebels attacked a town 
as a ruse, then retreated, and the Fed- 
erals came after us. Our men drew 
the pursuers into a small, narrow 
pass with thickets on both sides. 

"They swarmed into the pass, pack- 
ed it full of men, then we opened fire. 
Not one of them got away. We shot 
down 300 in that place. It's some- 
thing like this the Mexicans would 
like to try on our men."

General prospects for a large fruit 
crop this year, with the possible ex- 
ception of peaches, have not been 
equalled at any time within the past 
decade, save in 1912, according tothe 
report of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce's Committee on Statis- 
tics and Standards on the condition of 
fruit as of May 2 last. 

The report deals with all fruits of 
commercial importance, including ap- 
ples, peaches, pears, plums, prunes, 
gVapes. oranges, lemons, grapefruit, 
strawberries, cherries and the like. 

The committee reports that more or 
less damage has occurred in nearly 
all sections to fruits, but that, save in 
the case of peaches, it is not a matter 
of much moment. Severe cold snaps 
in the early spring caused consider- 
able damage to peaches in many 
States, Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
Kansas suffered heavily, the outlook 
in those States being for not overd 25 
per cent, of a normal crop. 

More or less serious damage also 
was done in South Central Missouri, 
Southern Mississippi, Northwestern 
Alabama, South and East Texas, 
Southwestern Georgia, Western Ken- 
tucky, Western Tennessee, Southern 
Idaho and portions of North Carolina. 

"Elsewhere," the committee finds, 
the outlook is so promising that, in 
general a crop of peaches approach- 
ing normal seems more than a 
likelihood."

Courtland Leer, a manufacturer of 
Lexington, formerly of Paris, believes 
that he has solved the problem of 
substantial and inexpensive road con- 
struction for automobile travel, and 
he is preparing to give his plan a 
test on the county roads entering 
Lexington. Mr. Leer's plan is to con- 
struct a concrete track, corresponding 
to the rails of a railroad or street car 
line, only instead of steel rails his 
I idea is to have concrete about 18 
inches wide, with a slight depression 
in which the wheels of the auto will 
glide smoothly along. This arrange- 
ment, he claims, will furnish a solid, 
substantial track for automobiles, 
and will prevent the rest of the mac- 
adam Section of the road being worn 
out by the speed df the cars. It will 
hold them in the grooved track. 
These 18-inch wide strips of con- 
crete, from 3 to 4 feet apart, will be 
much less expensive than to con- 
struct the entire roadway with as- 
phalt or brick, as is being done with 
some of the country roads in the 
North, notably in the State of Ohio.

IN ISTHMUS OF PANAMA 



Most of the honest misunderstand- 
ing and all of the international mis- 
representation which have done so 
much to muddle the Panama Canal 
tolls issue rest upon the assumption 
that the United States is completely 
severeign at the Isthmus. 

Philippe Bunau-Varilla, the distin- 
guished French engineer, negotiated 
the treaty with the Republic of Pan- 
ama under which we are operating. 
In a statement by him appearing in 
the Herald he expresses surprise 
that even well-equipped lawyers do 
not seem to grasp the fact that our 
rights in the canal strip are only those 
of a tenant. 

The gentleman might have gone fur- 
ther. Our treaty with Panama not 
only recognizes the sovereignty of 
republic and clearly defines our rights 
as a lessee, for which we are to pay 
$250,000 a year, but it incorporates 
the Hay-Paunceforte treaty. We thus 
stand with Panama in the relations of 
landlord and tenant, and joint guar- 
antors of a treaty with Great Britain 
which many of our public men would 
like to disregard. 

In strict law a violation of theHay- 
Paunceforte treaty by the United 
States would amount to a forfeiture 
of the privileges acquired under our 
lease at Panama.

ANIMALS AND POPULATION 

ESTIMATE IN REPORT

The Department of Agriculture is 
making forecast estimates of numbers 
of live stock in the United States as 
compared with the population be- 
tween the decennial periods — 1910 to 
1920. The estimate is that th etotal 
population in 1914 is 98,646,000 and 
on this basis figures that there are 
20,962,000 horses and 4,449,000 mules, 
an increase of 1.4 per rent, since 1910. 
I The total value of both is $2,842,655,- 
000, an increase annually of $48,520,- 
000 since 1910. 

A slight increase in numbers of 
milch cows is shown with 20,737,000 
now on hand, values having increased 
over 50 per cent. Other cattle have 
decreased in numbers annually at the 
average of 1,330,000. Sheep show a 
decrease of 682,000 annually. Beef 
cattle have increased in values 63.2 
per cent., while sheep declined 13.4 
per cent. Numbers as compared 
with population have fallen off of 3.5 
per cent, of horses; 9.8 per cent, of 
mules; 4.4 per cent, of milch cows; 
beef cattle 19.2 per cent.; hogs 5.2 
per cent.; sheep 11.6 per cent. 

The decrease for each 100 of popu- 
lation for 1914 is shown to be 9 cattle. 
7 sheep and 3 hogs. 

The Department attributes the in- 
creased values of meat animals 
mostly to increased cost of produc- 
tion, and does not claim that the far- 
mer is getting a proportionate profit. 
Further values given are on the farm, 
which is much lower than wholesale 
prices. .

Candidates for matrimony after 
June 15 will be required to give much 
more data relative to themselves and 
their parentage than has heretofore 
been required by the officers in is- 
suing a license for marriage. County 
Court Clerk Peare Paton has re- 
ceived a sample sheet of the new book 
which he will be required to keep, 
and in which will be embraced a com- 
plete history of the contracting par- 
ties, and a bit of their ancestery. Be- 
sides the parentage of applicants for 
license, the physical condition must 
be stated, and the occupation which 
the husband follows. The age of each 
of the applicants must be stated, as 
well as where they were born, and 
where they are residing at the time of 
application. The new requirements 
are in conformity with a bill which 
was passed at the recent session of 
the Legislature. As has always been 
required, the groom will be required 
to execute a bond for $100 that he 
will carry out the agreement of the 
license as set out in the certificate 
issued. Provision is made for the 
proper certification by the officer or 
minister saying the ceremony, and 
the issuing by such officer or minis-

tivation, is the advice of crop special- 
ists of the Department of Agriculture. 

Proper cultivation is an important 
factor in crop production. Cultiva- 
tion should begin immediately after 
planting by running once or twice 
across the rows with a weeder or sec- 
tion harrow. After the plants come 
up at least two additional cultivations 
should beg iven with either the weed- 
er or harrow in the case of either 
corn or cotton before the regular cul- 
tivators are used. Run diagonally 
across the rows with either of these 
implements, using the section harrow 
with the teeth slanting backward with 
an angle of 45 degrees and repeat a 
week later at right angles with the 
first cultivation. 

The use of the weeder or section 
harrow T is strongly advised for the 
early cultivation of corn, cotton and 
many other crops. It is best to use 
the weeder on very loose or sandy 
soils. This early cultivation with the 
weeder or harrow destroys all young 
grass and weeds and leaves the soil 
in fine condition ar.d the cotton ready 
for chopping or thinning. The use 
of the section harrow for the early 
cultivation of corn and cotton in the 
South is cmparatively recent, but is 
rapidly becoming general. One of 1 
the great advantages in its use, in ad- 
dition to the excellent work done, is 
the extra amount of land that can be 
cultivated in a given time.

"After a drouth, a good crop year" 
is an old saying that is believed by | 
most farmers, in truth there seems to j 
be some scientific basis for this. The j 
first crop report for the year 1914 
would indicate that this year would | 
be no exception to the rule. Prob- 
ably never in the history of the State 
was there a more promising outlook 
for a "good crop year" than at the be- 
ginning of the season. 

The wheat acreage of last fall is 
given at 95 and practically none of 
this was plowed up this Spring. Nine- 
ty-seven per cent, of the original sow- 
ing was left standing May 1st. The 
condition of this large acreage is 99. 
This would indicate an unusually 
large yield of wheat. The original 
acreage of rye sown last fall was 95. 
Rye is used more as a clover crop 
than wheat, a large per cent of 
which is plowed up in the Spring for 
corn or oats. For the last few years 
rye has proven a more profitable crop 
than wheat per acre and it is no sur- 
prise to find that 82 per cent, of the 
original acreage is left standing. The 
amount of barley originally sown was 
77 and the condition of both rye and 
barley is given at 98. The corn acre- 
age planted is 91 per cent, while 76 
per cent, of the plowing intended for 
corn was done May 1st. Planting is 
now in full swing with conditions fa- 
vorable. Deep plowing has been prac- 
ticed this year more than ever before. 
Favorable weather for the next few 
weeks will insure a large acreage of 
corn in a first-class seed bed. The 
oat acreage planned is given at 89 
with 80 per cent, of it sown May 1st. 

While the dark tobacco crop plan- 
ned is only 79, the condition of plant 
beds is given at 96. • The acreage 
planned of Burley is given at 81 with 
the condition of plant beds 91. There 
is some complaint of insects and cut 
worms injuring the tobacco beds. 

The pastures are in unusually good 
condition. The condition of blue 
grass is given at 93 with every prom- 
ise of a large crop of blue grass seed. 
Clover is given at 85, alfalfa 93, and 
orchard grass at 92. 

Fruits of all kinds have escaped 
destruction by freezing and the apple, 
cherry and plum crop is unusually 
promising. Pears and peaches suffer- 
ed some from late frost, especially in 
the central part of the State, however, 
we will have more than three-fourths 
of a pear and peach crop. The straw- 
berries are in good condition with 
promise of a bountiful yield. Ninety- 
five per cent, of a potato crop is 
planted. 

Live stock of all kinds came through 
the winter in good condition. It is es- 
timated that 4 per cent, of the horses 
died in the last 12 months, 3 per cent, 
of the mules and 3.7 prer cent, of the I 
cattle. The loss of sheep is estimated 
at 6 per cent, and lambs at 10 per 
cent. The greatest loss is from hog 
cholera and it is estimated that 11.3 
per cent, of the hogs of the State 
were lost by this disease, some sec- 
tions of the State being entirely free 
from this disease, while the loss runs 
as high as 50 per cent, in other sec- 
tions. This report indicates that 
there is an unusual amount of atten- 
tion being paid to live stock. The 
number of brood mares used is in- 
creasing and the number of mules us- 
ed upon the farm decreasing. It is 
also worthy of note that a great deal 
more attention has been paid to al- 
falfa this Spring than ever before. 
The amount of ground limestone used 
upon the clover land has greatly in- 
creased. 

Summing up the first report of the 
year, one cannot but be impressed 
with the determination of the farm- 
ers to make the coming crop the 
greatest ever grown in the State.
